brood of bugs are laid. 
By the first of July or at wheat 
harvest this brood of young bugs is 
alwmt m ature, and since the supply of 
sap in the wheat field is gone they 
rawl to other 
green crops 
which 
means usually adjoining corn fields. 
Here they feed until they mature and 
get wings and then rise and fly 
all 
over the infested and adjoining corn 
fields. 
Later these adults lay eggs for the 
summer and fall brood which 
does 
uch serious damage to corn. 
This 


brood of bugs is usually mature be­ 


fo re the first killing frosts and they 
usually fly in search of 
favorable 
winter harbors during October. Here 
they again safely pass the winter to 
tart making trouble again the fo l­ 
lowing spring. 
The adult chinch 
bug hibernates 
during the winter. 
It requires dry, 
warm shelter 
for 
safe hibernation. 
Where wild bunch or clump

abound these are the

year thereafter for four years when 
the $00,(88),000 authorized will have 
been issued.
